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1. When the responsibility for analyzing propaganda appearing 
in foreign language publications became an authorized function of 
FDD, it was believed that it could best be established as a divided 
regional effort under the coordination of an officer attached to 
the Division Chief's office. The following allocation of these 
positions was then made: 


2. Experience haB clearly shown that due to the highly 
specialized nature of this work, all of these officers should be 
grouped together in one unit. Therefore, in order to provide more 
centralized control and direction of the press propaganda analysis 
function; to facilitate the development of specialized analysis 
techniques; and to further the training of personnel in such 
techniques and methods, we propose to establish a separate Press 
Propaganda Branch to be administered by the present Propaganda 
Analysis Coordinator and to be directly subordinated to the 
Division Chief. 

3. Approval and amendment to the FDD T/O is therefore requested 

for: 


a. Establishment of a Press Propaganda Branch in FDD within 
the present T/O. 


b. Deletion of the above 


positions from the 


Office of the Chief and the area branches concerned, and their real- 
location to the new Press Propaganda Branch (under K775 as Branch 
Chief) . 
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e. Reclassification of Position No. K775 from GS-13 
to GS-14. As this would form a Branch with equal 
responsibilities with the other FDD Branches, its Chief 
should be a GS-14 in accord with the established classifica- 
tions of the Division. 

d. Establish one (1) GS -13 position for Deputy Branch 
Chief by reclassifying one (1) of the GS-12 positions. 

e. Transfer and reclassification of one (1) position 
to provide clerical support for the new Branch; i.e., 
deletion of Position No. K598.02, Clerk Typist, GS-3 from 

the Far East Branch, reclassification to a Secretary (General), 
(JS-5, and reallocation to the Press Propaganda Branch,
